Samuel  Lumpkin  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Pratt  for  the  Anderson 
College  girl  to  measure  her  life  in  the  terms  of  public  as  well  as 
private  service  and  to  prepare  her  for  citizen  motherhood  and 
for  individual  initiative.  In  society,  in  the  church  and  in  the 
circles  of  intelligence  she  will  stand  on  her  own  two  feet  and 
through  her  training  at  college  be  able  to  give  a  reason  for  the 
faith  that  is  in  her. 


SlXTH :  We  emphasize  the  practical  and  useful  tendencies  in  the 
schools  of  Domestic  Science  and  Commerce.  In  Music  and  in 
Art  the  practical  and  humanly  helpful  ideals  are  dominant. 
The  Department  of  Music  in  Anderson  College  is  a  genuine 
Conservatory. 

SEVENTH :  You  are  invited  to  consider  the  location,  health  condi- 
tions and  peculiar  attractions  of  Anderson,  an  upland  city  in  a 
beautiful  country,  with  fifteen  thousand  people,  who  regard 
Anderson  College  with  the  greatest  pride  and  affection.  It  has 
the  provisions  of  a  modern  hotel  equipment  of  bath  and  every 
up-to-date  appointment  attached  to  every  room.  Its  rates  are 
moderate  indeed,  in  view  of  the  dining  room,  dormitory  and 
superior  faculty  standards.
